THE MANCHESTER SHIP CANAL 


One of the greatest engineering 
achievements of thenineteenth century 
has just been completed and the city of 
Manchester is now a port of entry, 
The construction of the gigantic canal 
provides water-transit to the heart of 
England and it is interesting to know 
that the work of connecting Manchea. 
ter with the ocean has taken nearly a 
quarter of a century. 

The total length of the canal is 354 
miles, and in that length there are five 
sets of lacks. The bottom «idth isa 
uniform 120 fect and the surface width 
172 feet, with an average depth of 26 
feet of water. These proportions en- 
ablo vessels of the largest possible 
class to pase in the canal without hav- 
ing to enter embayments. The country 
through which the canal passes is 
mostly flat, there being a variation of 
only 60 feet in the levels from end to 
end. It is cut through rock, clay, 
peat, and quicksand, and railways and 
rivers have been divinted to ypive it 
the right of way. The capital named 
in the final bill was 2£8,000,000, and 
Parliament with that toresight which 
is a very commendable quality of 
English legislation, made it a condition 
that work should not be commenced 
until £5,000 000 was subseribed in ad 
dition to certain large compulsory pay- 
mente. Mr, ‘hos Walker obtained 
the contract for £5,725,000. but he 
died, and fresh arrangements had to be

company exhausted its resources, ap 
plied for further capital powers, ob- 
tained from Manchester two advances 
one of £3,000,000 and one of £2,000,- 
000, and now, two years after the ex- 
pected time, the canal is finished.

NORTHWEST SCHOOL LAW. 


The time within which the North- 
west school law of 1892 can be disal- 
alowed expires on the 23rd instant. 
There is, therefore, no time to be lest 
in reaching a decision and subnatting 
it to Council in the shape of a report 
from the Minister of Justice. As yet 
the Minister has drawn up no report, 
but ia discussing the matter with some 
of his colleagues. Further petitions 
from the Catholic clecgy and others of 
the Northwest have been received, 
There is a decided ditference of opinion 
whether this is a case for the exercise 
of the power of disallowance. Some 
ofthe Ministers contend that if the 
school ordinance cf 1888 and amending 
acts were within the power of the Re- 
gina Assembly, the act of 1892 is 
equally intra vires, becauee the one 
is consolidation and amendment of the 
others. They also say it is strange if, 
in the matter of text-books, a new, 
sparsely-settled country cannot agree 
on the one set, so that confusion, chanze 
and expense may be minwnized. As 
to the Sisters of the Catholic Church 
being shut out fron, teaching under 
the new regulation requiring a Normal 
School ccrtificate, it is urged that this 
would scarcely be a sutlicient ground 
on which to veto the ordinance.

Governor Mackintosh in: Territorin] af-
